Clauses 11 to 17 was shown to be il- 
logical. How could the navies of the 
signatories blockade Bohemia? Yet 
the affirmative were relying on the 


| blockade as a perfect substitute for 


the armed intervention provided for 
hy Clause 10. 

After /rebuttal by Mr. Webster. 

In a short time 
they returned, playfully kept the au- 
dience+-and possibly the debaters, 
in suspense, and then announced the 
verdict. Alberta won.
